In all which our renowned Soveraign King Charles 
the 24. is no way behind or inferiour to him, Bur 
as his Father Charles the firſt ( in his death particu- 
larly) is paralleld toour bleſſed Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 
in his dying upon the Crofſe for our fins, by many 
learned pens and hands, ſo mayour King nor unficly 
be paralleld to David in many paſſages and parti- 
culars of his life and condition. In all which the Lord 
hath prevented as well the one as the other, with his 
liberal bleflings of (weetneſſe and goodneſle in ſuns 
dry kinds. 

Tis true they are not tobe paralleld intheir birth 
and breeding. ſince our Soveraign-is not only the Son 
of Nobles, but of Kings alſo, and thar in atong pedi-
